MY MOTHER, MY 
BUDDY, AND MY 
LAST BEST EARTHLY 
FRIEND 

Dear family and friends: 

Today we are celebrating 
the earthly life of my mother 
whom I believe is now alive 
and well and dwelling in the 
presence of God. You knew 
Mom as Estelle, your loving 
sister, grandmother, friend, 
and neighbor. I knew her as 
my Mother, my buddy, my 
last best earthly friend. God's 
blessings were upon me when 
he made her my mother. 

In 2 Corinthians 5:6, 
N.I. v., the apostle Paul said: 
"Therefore, we are always 
confident, knowing that, 
whilst we are at the home in 
the body we are absent from 
the Lord." 

In 1 Corinthians, chapter 
13, NIV, the Apostle Paul 
explains the "spiritual gifts". 
He explained the meaning of 
love and that love never fails 
when he said: "And now these 
three remain: faith, hope and 
love. But the greatest of these 
is love." 

I wholly believe that a 
mother's love for her child is 
only secondary to God's love 
for his children. 

Mom was a class act, a 
wonderful lady, and a bom to 
be mother with strong moth- 
erly instincts. As toddlers, 
she taught my brother and me 
about Jesus and read and told 
us Bible stories. She taught us 



that our first love is to God, 
our heavenly father, and any 
other love came second. She 
was always there to fulfill our 
needs and she was always 
praying for us. When we were 
troubled, we could always 
talk to Mom and she always 
gave us the right advice. 
Many times, she reminded 
me that she was "still the 
Mother." She always knew 
best. Those motherly instincts 
were obvious to everyone 
when she taught in the public 
school system-especially tlie 
one room schoolhouses with 
the pot bellied stoves and 
the outhouses-also when she 
taught elementary, middle, 
and high school students. 
When she began teaching 
in the 1950s, most of the 
families living in the Lenox 
community had no telephone 
service. When teaching at the 
one room schoolhouses dur- 
ing the winter. Mom would 
walk through the snow when 
it was knee deep. She arrived 
early to build a fire in the pot- 
bellied stove to warm up the 
room before her students ar- 
rived, if any came. Every day 
she went to school and waited 
for the children to come. If 
any came. Mom would have 
their classes and then send 
them home. When the chil- 
dren played in the branch and 
got their feet wet. Mom would 
have them take off their shoes 
and socks, arrange them in a 
circle around the pot-bellied 
stove so they could keep their 
feet warm and she dried their 
socks on a string clothesline 
so they could go home with 
dry feet. Mom was a loving, 
caring teacher. She taught 
her students about God and 



that heaven and hell were 
real. Every day, before classes 
began, she prayed with them 
the Lord's prayer and recited 
the Pledge of Allegiance to 
our flag. When she was ad- 
vised by the school princi- 
pal that she could no longer 
pray with her students. Mom 
stated: "I'm going to pray the 
Lord's prayer every day with 
my students even if I am sent 
home today." She said: "I will 
always stand up for God." She 
continued to do so throughout 
that school year and until she 
retired. No doubt, her teaching 
influenced their lives and also 
the lives of their parents. 

In I Corinthians Chapter 5, 
verse 5, NIV, the Apostle Paul 
tells us that if the earthly tent 
we live in is destroyed, we 
have a building from God, an 
eternal house in heaven, not 
built by human hands. 

My Mother's lifetime 
goal upon departure from 
her earthly life was to enter 
flie kingdom of Heaven. She 
talked with God daily and 
thanked him for the provi- 
sions he made for us. By her 
example, I was reminded 
every day to give thanks to 
God. She continued to stress 
to me throughout my life that 
if we lived out our lives here 
on earth and missed heaven, 
then we had lived our lives 
in vain. Mom taught me well 
and her teachings have stayed 
with me from the time I am 
old enough to remember. I 
realize early in my life that my 
Mom was a one of a kind pre- 
cious jewel. For many years, I 
have continued to thank God 
that he gave her to me for a 
Mother and times over, I told 
her: "Mom, I thank God every 
day that you are my Mother." 

Mom was blessed with 95 
years to do God's work here. 
The way she lived her life was 
a testimony to her faith. At age 
12, Mom became a member 
of the West Liberty Christian 
Church. In September 2010, 
during church services, she 
was presented a certificate of

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Flu: Be Prepared, 
Get Your Shot 

Last year's tlu season started late and ended up being one ol 
the mildest ever, but that's no reason to be complacent this 
year. The Centers for Disease Control is again recommending 
universal vaccination-a flu shot for virtually everyone age six 
months and older as soon as possible after the vaccine becomes 
available in your area. 

Flu seasons vary in severity and timing; the only 
thing that can be predicted is that there will be one. Between 
1976 and Z006, flu-assoclated deaths have ranged from 3,000 to 
49,000 a year. 

Factors that can affect the severity include what flu 
strains are circulating, how well the vaccines for that year 
match those strains and how many individuals get the vaccine. 

For most of us, the flu means a week or two of mis- 
ery and significant lost time from work or school. That's bad 
enough, but a certain number of persons each year develop life 
threatening complications such as pneumonia or worsening of 
asthma or heart failure. 

Immunization is crucial for the most vulnerable per- 
sons, including: persons with chronic medical conditions such 
as asthma, diabetes, heart or lung disease; pregnant women; 
seniors age 65 and over, and young children. Persons who live 
with or care for persons at risk of complications should also 
be sure to get a flu shot. 

Those who should not get a shot include anyone who 
has a severe allergy to chicken eggs; has had a severe reaction 
to a previous flu shot; is moderately to severely ill with a fever 
at the time; or has a history of Guillain-Barre Syndrome. 

Flu viruses are constantly changing, and the vaccine 
each year is developed to protect against the three viruses 
public health experts expect to be most prevalent: 

• an A/Califomia/7/Z009 (HlNl)pdmo9-like virus, 

• an A/Victoria/36l/20II (H3N2)-like virus, 

• a B/Wisconsin/I/ZOIO-like virus from the B/Yamaga- 
ta lineage of viruses. 

Although flu season usually peaks in January and 
February, infections can start occurring as early as October. 
Since it takes about two weeks for the antibodies to develop 
and start providing full protection, doctors recommend get- 
ting a flu shot as soon as the vaccine becomes available. 

You don't have to make an appointment with your 
doctor to get a flu shot, although you can if you wish. For your 
child, you should probably schedule a shot from your pediatri- 
cian. A child getting his first flu shot will need two doses. 

Otherwise, shots are readily available in most com- 
munities-at pharmacies, supermarkets, shopping centers, 
schools, churches and community centers. If you don't see a 
notice in the paper or on the bulletin board, contact your local 
health department. Visiting Nurses' Association or American 
Lung Association. You can also use the Flu Vaccine Finder at 
or Google. 

Any worry about catching the flu from getting a 
shot is unfounded; the vaccine is made from a killed or inacti- 
vated virus that has been tested and approved for use. 

You have three options: l) the regular shot for per- 
sons age six months and older; 2) a high-dose shot for individu- 
als age 65 and over; and 3) an intradermal shot Cinjected into 
the skin rather than a muscle using a small needle) for persons 
age 18 to 64. 

In addition, there is a nasal spray made from weak- 
ened rather than killed virus. It is a mist to be sprayed into 
the nose and is recommended for healthy persons age 2 to 49 
but not for pregnant women or other possibly vulnerable indi- 
viduals. 

Unfortunately, vaccination against the flu is not 100 
percent effective. Any flu illness you get, however, is likely to 
be less severe if you've had a shot. 

Other ways to protect yourself are the same as for 
other upper respiratory infections such as colds. Viruses are 
usually spread on airborne droplets made when someone with 
the flu coughs, sneezes or talks. So it's important to steer clear 
of anyone around you who seems to be coming down with an 
infection.

MY MOTHER, MY 
BUDDY, AND MY 
LAST BEST EARTHLY 
FRIEND 

Dear family and friends: 

Today we are celebrating 
the earthly life of my mother 
whom I believe is now alive 
and well and dwelling in the 
presence of God. You knew 
Mom as Estelle, your loving 
sister, grandmother, friend, 
and neighbor. I knew her as 
my Mother, my buddy, my 
last best earthly friend. God's 
blessings were upon me when 
he made her my mother.

Mom would 
walk through the snow when 
it was knee deep. She arrived 
early to build a fire in the pot- 
bellied stove to warm up the 
room before her students ar- 
rived, if any came. Every day 
she went to school and waited 
for the children to come. If 
any came. Mom would have 
their classes and then send 
them home. When the chil- 
dren played in the branch and 
got their feet wet. Mom would 
have them take off their shoes 
and socks, arrange them in a 
circle around the pot-bellied 
stove so they could keep their 
feet warm and she dried their 
socks on a string clothesline 
so they could go home with 
dry feet. Mom was a loving, 
caring teacher. She taught 
her students about God and 



that heaven and hell were 
real. Every day, before classes 
began, she prayed with them 
the Lord's prayer and recited 
the Pledge of Allegiance to 
our flag. When she was ad- 
vised by the school princi- 
pal that she could no longer 
pray with her students. Mom 
stated: "I'm going to pray the 
Lord's prayer every day with 
my students even if I am sent 
home today." She said: "I will 
always stand up for God." She 
continued to do so throughout 
that school year and until she 
retired. No doubt, her teaching 
influenced their lives and also 
the lives of their parents. 

In I Corinthians Chapter 5, 
verse 5, NIV, the Apostle Paul 
tells us that if the earthly tent 
we live in is destroyed, we 
have a building from God, an 
eternal house in heaven, not 
built by human hands. 

My Mother's lifetime 
goal upon departure from 
her earthly life was to enter 
flie kingdom of Heaven. She 
talked with God daily and 
thanked him for the provi- 
sions he made for us. By her 
example, I was reminded 
every day to give thanks to 
God. She continued to stress 
to me throughout my life that 
if we lived out our lives here 
on earth and missed heaven, 
then we had lived our lives 
in vain. Mom taught me well 
and her teachings have stayed 
with me from the time I am 
old enough to remember. I 
realize early in my life that my 
Mom was a one of a kind pre- 
cious jewel. For many years, I 
have continued to thank God 
that he gave her to me for a 
Mother and times over, I told 
her: "Mom, I thank God every 
day that you are my Mother." 

Mom was blessed with 95 
years to do God's work here. 
The way she lived her life was 
a testimony to her faith. At age 
12, Mom became a member 
of the West Liberty Christian 
Church.

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Flu: Be Prepared, 
Get Your Shot 

Last year's tlu season started late and ended up being one ol 
the mildest ever, but that's no reason to be complacent this 
year. The Centers for Disease Control is again recommending 
universal vaccination-a flu shot for virtually everyone age six 
months and older as soon as possible after the vaccine becomes 
available in your area. 

Flu seasons vary in severity and timing; the only 
thing that can be predicted is that there will be one. Between 
1976 and Z006, flu-assoclated deaths have ranged from 3,000 to 
49,000 a year. 

Factors that can affect the severity include what flu 
strains are circulating, how well the vaccines for that year 
match those strains and how many individuals get the vaccine. 

For most of us, the flu means a week or two of mis- 
ery and significant lost time from work or school. That's bad 
enough, but a certain number of persons each year develop life 
threatening complications such as pneumonia or worsening of 
asthma or heart failure. 

Immunization is crucial for the most vulnerable per- 
sons, including: persons with chronic medical conditions such 
as asthma, diabetes, heart or lung disease; pregnant women; 
seniors age 65 and over, and young children. Persons who live 
with or care for persons at risk of complications should also 
be sure to get a flu shot. 

Those who should not get a shot include anyone who 
has a severe allergy to chicken eggs; has had a severe reaction 
to a previous flu shot; is moderately to severely ill with a fever 
at the time; or has a history of Guillain-Barre Syndrome. 

Flu viruses are constantly changing, and the vaccine 
each year is developed to protect against the three viruses 
public health experts expect to be most prevalent: 

• an A/Califomia/7/Z009 (HlNl)pdmo9-like virus, 

• an A/Victoria/36l/20II (H3N2)-like virus, 

• a B/Wisconsin/I/ZOIO-like virus from the B/Yamaga- 
ta lineage of viruses. 

Although flu season usually peaks in January and 
February, infections can start occurring as early as October. 
Since it takes about two weeks for the antibodies to develop 
and start providing full protection, doctors recommend get- 
ting a flu shot as soon as the vaccine becomes available. 

You don't have to make an appointment with your 
doctor to get a flu shot, although you can if you wish. For your 
child, you should probably schedule a shot from your pediatri- 
cian. A child getting his first flu shot will need two doses. 

Otherwise, shots are readily available in most com- 
munities-at pharmacies, supermarkets, shopping centers, 
schools, churches and community centers. If you don't see a 
notice in the paper or on the bulletin board, contact your local 
health department. Visiting Nurses' Association or American 
Lung Association. You can also use the Flu Vaccine Finder at 
or Google. 

Any worry about catching the flu from getting a 
shot is unfounded; the vaccine is made from a killed or inacti- 
vated virus that has been tested and approved for use. 

You have three options: l) the regular shot for per- 
sons age six months and older; 2) a high-dose shot for individu- 
als age 65 and over; and 3) an intradermal shot Cinjected into 
the skin rather than a muscle using a small needle) for persons 
age 18 to 64. 

In addition, there is a nasal spray made from weak- 
ened rather than killed virus. It is a mist to be sprayed into 
the nose and is recommended for healthy persons age 2 to 49 
but not for pregnant women or other possibly vulnerable indi- 
viduals. 

Unfortunately, vaccination against the flu is not 100 
percent effective. Any flu illness you get, however, is likely to 
be less severe if you've had a shot. 

Other ways to protect yourself are the same as for 
other upper respiratory infections such as colds. Viruses are 
usually spread on airborne droplets made when someone with 
the flu coughs, sneezes or talks. So it's important to steer clear 
of anyone around you who seems to be coming down with an 
infection.

JACKSON, Ky. - Abridge 
repair project began Monday, 
Sept. 10, on the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway in Wolfe 
County and will result in one- 
lane traffic and delays for mo- 
torists using this main eastern 
Kentucky highway artery. 

Temporary signals will 
control traffic at the Moun- 
tain Parkway's span at the 
Morgan-Magoffin county line 
near mile marker 63.

Early dominance continues 
with blowout of Pendleton 

^Double Wing' offense rolls up season-high 
439 rushing yards

Kody Thomsberry and Jor- 
dan Whitt combined for 259 
yards rushing and six touch- 
downs as Morgan County 
dropped the hammer on visit- 
ing Pendleton County, 54-12. 

Despite giving up an a 
kick return for a touchdown 
on the opening play of the 
game, the Cougars answered 
in a big way with three scores 
in less than four minutes. 
Thomsberry got his team on 
the board with a three yard 
run at the 8:42 mark of the first 
quarter. A two-point conver- 
sion by Larrin Collins gave 
Morgan an 8-6 lead. Thoms- 
berry added another TD mn, 
this one from 10 yards out, 
just over a minute later for a 
14-6 advantage. 

Morgan's defense contrib- 
uted with the next big play 
following a bad snap on a 
Wildcat punt attempt. Walker 
Crase chased down the kicker 
and made a textbook diving 
tackle for a 30 yard loss. Wliitt 
then cashed in the excellent 
field position with a five yard 
scoring mn straight up the 
middle before Thomsberry 
added the two-point conver- 
sion on a pass from Collins. 
At the 5:19 mark of the first 
period, Morgan was staked to 
a 22-6 lead. 

But the Cougars' special 
teams kick coverage got 
torched for a second time in 
the opening half allowing 
yet another kickoff return for 
a score. And just like that, the 
home team's 16 point cushion 
was cut in half. 

Any hope the Wildcats 
had of climbing back into the 
game, however, was quickly 
dashed by Whitt and Thoms- 
berry, who put up two scores 
in the next minute and a half.

"When Kody gets the ball 
in the open field, good things 
are sure to happen," said Cou- 
gar head coach Brian Turner. 
"All he needs is a seam and he 
does the rest. That was a big 
score to get before half time." 



Late in the quarter, Whitt 
did his best 'Kody Thomsber- 
ry' impersonation, although 
not on a kick retum. Whitt 
took a second down and nine 
and turned it into a 68 yard 
touchdown run for a 42-12 
Cougar lead. 

Turner then turned to his 
junior varsity which continued 
to put points on the board. 
Freshman wingback Hunter 
Collins scored his first career 
varsity touchdown on a 20 
yard scamper. Another fresh- 
man, Jake Henry, added the 
final tally with a four yard 
touchdown mn to account for 
the 54-12 final. 

Offensively, Thomsberry 
and Whitt led Morgan with 
148 and 111 yards, respec- 
tively. With three TD's and a 
pair of two-point conversions, 
Thomsberry's 22 points was 
nearly twice the output of 
the entire Pendleton County 
offense. 

Crase was a big part of the 
Morgan ground game as well 
with five carries for 52 yards, 
while Hunter Collins and 
Henry chipped in a combined 
77 yards. 

On the defensive side, 
Morgan continued to domi- 
nate opponents by allowing 
no points, aside from the two 
scores given up by the special 
teams. Jared Short finished 
with a team -high 10 tackles 
along with a fumble recovery, 
with Nick Adams adding nine 
tackles, including eight solos. 
J.T. Brown and Biyce Cox tal- 
lied six tackles apiece. 

"Our defense has been 
excellent up to this point," 
Turner said. "We're stopping 
the mn and the pass, and con- 
tinuing for force tumovers in 
key situations. Our kids are 
really getting after it on both 
sides of the ball." 

The Cougar defense will 
be tested this Friday at South 
Floyd, which was won two 
of three games, including 
last week's 54-20 rout of 
Knott County Central. Senior 
mnning back Weston Little 
has literally been a one man 
offensive show for the Raid- 
ers, averaging well over 200 
mshing yards per game. Last 
season. Little carried for 117 
yards and two touchdowns 
in a 39-14 loss to Morgan 
County at Herdman Field.

Morgan County's impres- 
sive 3-0 start to the high 
school football season cer- 
tainly doesn't happen by co- 
incidence.

Edelen releases 
audit of Morgan 
Co. Fiscal Ct. 

FRANKFORT, KY.-State 
Auditor Adam Edelen has 
released the audit of the 
financial statements of the 
Morgan County Fiscal Court 
for the fiscal year ended June 
30, 2011. State law requires 
annual audits of county fiscal 
courts. 

The audit found that the 
county's financial statements, 
in all material respects, fairly 
present the county's assets, 
liabilities, and net assets aris- 
ing from cash transactions 
and revenues received and 
expenditures paid in confor- 
mity with the modified cash 
basis of accounting. 

As part of the audit pro- 
cess, the auditor must com- 
ment on non-compliance 
with laws, regulations, con- 
tracts and grants. The auditor 
must also comment on mate- 
rial weaknesses involving the 
internal control over financial 
operations and reporting. 

The audit contains the fol- 
lowing comment: 

Fiscal Court should main- 
tain proper records for the 
public properties corpora- 



tion. Morgan County Fis- 
cal Court failed to prepare 
receipts and disbursements 
ledgers, band reconciliations, 
financial statements or report 
the bonded debt of the Pub- 
lic Properties Corporation 
Fund (PPG) for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 2011. Fiscal 
Court is financially account- 
able and legally obligated 
for the debt of the PPC, so 
this entity is reported as a 
blended component unit on 
the financial statements . These 
funds should be handled in 
accordance with the require- 
ments for county funds and 
proper documentations hould 
be maintained for all activ- 
ity of the PPC. KRS 62.210, 
as prescribed by the state 
local finance officer, states 
this includes, but is not lim- 
ited to, maintaining receipts 
and disbursements journals, 
performing monthly bank 
reconciliations and preparing 
an annual financial statement. 
We recommend Fiscal Court 
ensure bank statements are 
reconciled monthly, receipts 
and disbursements ledgers and 
annual financial statements 
are prepared and the bonded 
debt of the PPC be included 
in the liabilities section on the 
quarterly reports.

John 7:24 Judge not ac- 
cording to the appearance, 
but judge righteous judgment. 

The old saying "You can't 
judge a book by it's cover" 
is so true. It is what is in the 
heart that counts for that is 
what God looks at. 

For the message we read 
from John 3:16-21 with the 
key verse being For God sent 
not his Son into the world to 
condemn the world, but that 
the world through him might 
be saved. Some may think that 
Christians think they are bet- 
ter than those that are unsaved 
but the truth of the matter is 
that we're not, we have just 
had the grace of God applied 
to our hearts (been saved). We 
were all sinners at one time 
and it is nothing that we have 
done to deserve salvation, 
we are saved by the mercy 
of God. 

Jesus didn't come to con- 
demn you but to save you. 
Condemn means to declare 
guilty or to inflict a penalty 
upon or to declare unfit for 
use. If we don't believe on 
Jesus Christ then we are con- 
demn according to verse 18. 
By our words and what we be- 
lieve we are either justified or 
condemned by what Matthew 
says in chapter 12, verse 37. 

Sometimes people make 
wrong judgments just as the 
scribes and the chief priests 
did with Jesus. In Matthew 
20:17-19 Jesus told his dis- 
ciples how he would be be- 
trayed and condemn to death. 
Jesus, the Son of God, who 
was without sin knew what it 
was like to carry the weight 
of death even though he was 
innocent. Imagine what he felt 
when he prayed in the garden 
"Not my will but Thine be 
done." 

There were two malefac- 
tors which was crucified with 
Jesus and one said to Christ 
as they were hanging there If 
thou be Christ, save thyself 
and us. But the other rebuked 



him saying. Dost not thou fear 
God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? For we 
indeed justly; for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds: 
but this man hath done noth- 
ing amiss. Then he said to Je- 
sus, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom, 
and Jesus replied. Verily I say 
unto thee. Today shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. You don't 
have to be condemned if you 
only believe in Jesus Christ. 

We have seen what the 
tornado did and how many 
buildings were condemned. 
That is what the devil will do 
to you soul if you allow it. 
Jesus can take that condemna- 
tion away just as he did with 
the woman that was taken in 
adultery. When the scribes 
and Pharisees brought her to 
Jesus and ask if she should 
be stoned or what he would 
do with her; he stooped down 
and wrote something on the 
ground. After standing, he 
said, he that is without sin cast 
the first stone; then he wrote 
on the ground again. They 
were convicted by their own 
conscience and all left just 
leaving the woman with Jesus. 
Jesus the said to her , Woman 
where are thine accusers? hath 
no man condemned thee? She 
replied. No man. Lord. And 
Jesus said unto her. Neither do 
I condemn thee: go, and sin no 
more.

MOREHEAD, Ky. — Six 
persons arrested Sept. 6 by 
Rowan County sheriff's depu- 
ties at a residence in Cleartield 
are suspected to be members 
of a "drug pipeline" bringing 
heroin into Rowan County. 

Sheriff's deputies, aided 
Morehead State University 
and the Kentucky State Po- 
lice, arrested four Rowan 
County residents at their 
apartment at 50 Rose Road 
in Clearfield on charges of 
trafficking and possession of 
heroin. Also arrested at the 
apartment were two Detroit 
residents who were allegedly 
bringing heroin into the area. 



They also were charged with 
trafficking in the drug. 

In addition to a quantity 
of heroin, some which had 
been repackaged for sale, of- 
ficers confiscated a quantity 
of Xanax and oxycodone pills 
along with more than $1,000 
in cash. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Joe 
Cline told the Morehead News 
officers had suspected for 
several months that heroin 
could be moving into the area 
and said, "We now are shift- 
ing our focus to the northern 
drag pipeline in our effort to 
fight illegal drags in Rowan 
County. 



Cline said that dealers are 
charging $40 for a packet 
containing one-tenth gram of 
cut heroin and that oxycodone 
prices have reached a street 
price of $45 yo $50 per pill. 

Arrested were Tammy Bai- 
ley, 39, Jerry Brown, 41, Sa- 
mantha Dunn, 1 8, and Justin 
Sclirader, 27, all of Clearfield, 
and Calvin Stevens, 37, and 
Eric Stewart, 34, of Detroit, 
Mich.
